Applications may be filed n 
person at any branch office of 
the Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles or California Highway Pa­ 
trol up to the cloto of business 
hours Friday. 

Applications forwarded by 
mail to the Saciamento office- 
will be accepted without penalty 
if the envelope shows a post­ 
mark prior to midnight, Fob. 4. 

The penalties required by the 
Vehicle Code are equal to 100 
percent of the registration fee 
and 50 percent of the vehicle li­ 
cense fee. 

The 1943 registration card 
must be piescnted or mailed 
with the fee and must show the 
present address of the applicant. 

Persons forwarding applica­ 
tions by mail .should use posta 
or bank money orders or certi­ 
fied checks. Currency should 
not be mailed. Personal checks 
ate not accepted.
